Officers 
touched by 
disaster, 
community

Six weeks have passed 
since the tragic explosion in 
Oklahoma City. 

Although the skeletal im- 
age of the federal building no 
longer stands to remind us of 
the innocent lives that were 
taken, the images of the peo- 
ple and the children will live 
in our thoughts and linger in 
our minds for a long time to 
come. 

For two Westland police 
officers the memory of a spe- 
cial road trip and the warm 
welcome from a city sen- 
selessly torn apart won’t be 
soon forgotten. 

Sgt. Jon Handzlik and Offi- 
cer Brian Sorensen, of the 
Westland Police Department, 
were chosen to participate in 
the Spirit of Oklahoma cara- 
van, that made its way from 
Michigan to Oklahoma City to 
deliver more than $5,000 col- 
lected through the collabora- 
tive efforts of police officers, 
students, community mem- 
bers, and businesses in 
Westland. 

The 32-vehicle convoy car- 
ried 69 police officers from 27 
Michigan police departments 
ft-om across the state. Each 
vehicle carrying letters, pic- 
tures, stuffed animals and 


contributions of more than 
$70,000 to be donated to the 
survivors of the disaster. 

A special ceremony was 
held following their 21-hour 
trip to present the letters and 
donations to the governor 
and survivors. Following the 
ceremony the officers and 
the survivors made their way 
to the site for the first time 
since the explosion. “It was a 
very emotional scene for ev- 
eryone," said Sorensen. 

The damage to tne build- 
ing came as the biggest sur- 
prise to the officers. “There 
are a lot of things you didn't 
see on television,” said Sore- 
nsen. A ten year veteran of 
the police department, Sore- 
nsen said he was amazed at 
the amount of damage sur- 


rounding buildings, churches 
and hi-rises suffered. 

“Windows were blown-out, 
a sky light in a church fell in 
and several buildings will be 
demolished as a result of the 
explosion.” 

The two officers were able 
to enter the blown-out build- 
ing with some federal mar- 
shals and witness first-hand 
the level of destruction the 
building suffered. “When you 
think about the people and 
the children that were in the 
building, it’s amazing anyone 
survived,” said Sorensen. 

The most gratifying aspect 
of the officers trip came from 
the reception they received 
from the residents of Okla- 
homa City. 


Recall is threatened 
for school trustees

A former Westwood School 
District trustee now living in 
Romulus is threatening to be- 
gin a recall move for five Ro- 
mulus School Board members, 
if they fail to reconsider their 
votes on the all-day kinder- 
garten issue. 

Robert McLachlan and his 
family moved to Romulus from 
Dearborn Heights last July be- 
cause of the positive things he 
had heard about the school 
system here. 

But he is seriously upset 
over the Romulus district’s 
plan to switch to an alternate 
all-day kindergarten plan this 
fall. 

“My three-year-old son 
won’t be affected for two years 
by this plan,” McLachlan said, 
“but we are asking the board 
to cancel their decision until 
at least the second semester 
next school year and give this 
issue a more thorough study.” 

McLachlan, who held vice 
president, treasurer and sec- 
retary titles in the Westwood 
School District, said he and 
about a dozen other Romulus 
residents are opposed to the 
three options the school board 
studied and in particular the 


option the board has selected. 

A committee appointed by 
the Romulus school board an- 
nounced it favored Plan 2 of 
the three options. 

It would divide up the kin- 
dergarten classes into two 
groups, with Group A attend- 
ing school all day every Mon- 
day and Wednesday and every 
other Friday. 

Group B would attend all 
day classes Tuesday and 
Thursday and the opposite 
Fridays all year. 

The committee said it fa- 
vored the plan because: it 
would give equal instructional 
time for all students per se- 
mester, would provide conti- 
nuity of teaching and learning 
and would offer less academic 
adjustments for both parent 
and child. 

The committee explained 
“if a child goes three days the 
first semester and then two the 
second semester, he or she 
may have a hard time adjust- 
ing to one less day per week (as 
listed in Plan 1.) 

The committee was com- 
posed of Lynn Mossoian, Hale 
Creek School principal; Gail 
Blanchard, pre-kindergarten 
teacher; Cathleen Kudra, kin- 
dergarten teacher; Karen 
Richard, first grade teacher; 


Eileen Stevens, parent; Judith 
Gondek, school board trustee 
and Patricia Coleman. 

McLachlan said the problem 
is not the all day concept with 
him, although some mothers 
have opposed that idea. He is 
opposed to the flexible sched- 
ule, some weeks three days 
and other weeks two days. 

The former school trustee 
said he feels it will cause the 
kindergarten teacher to take 
too much time for periodical 
reviews, since the children’s 
retention powers are not 
strong at that period of their 
lives. 

More important to 
McLachlan is the lack of re- 
spect the board and adminis- 
tration have shown district 
residents, he said. 

The school officials gave 
limited input to parents in the 
planning stage, he com- 
plained. 

While McLachlan, as a for-; 
mer school board member,; 
feels the recall route is offen-j 
sive, he feels it may be the only 
way to get the trustees atten-' 
tion. 

He realizes obtaining the 
1,398 voter signatures needed 
to put the recall issue on the

Patterson presses Mayor’s 
request for airport answers

Why are Metro Detroit Air- 
port officials ignoring letters 
from Romulus department 
heads? 

Mayor Beverly McAnally 
complained recently that she 
heard plans were being devel- 
oped that would divert needed 
dollars from Metro Airport 
and the city of Romulus to fur- 
ther Wayne County’s reported 
ambitions at Willow Run Air- 
port. 

In a letter to Wayne County 
Commissioner Bruce Patter- 
son, McAnally also com- 
plained that Romulus has 
waited patiently for noise re- 
mediation efforts. 

But she wrote, the county 
has continued to ignore not 
only its promises, but its ef- 
forts to bring relief to those 
residents who live north and 
south of the Metro airport 
within Romulus. 

McAnally in her letter also 
cited the fact that Romulus has 
not gotten a bona fide offer for 
its Goddard Road Department 
of Public Works building. 

The mayor said that the city 
expected a land trade with the 
county several years ago. No 
such offer has been finalized, 
she said, despite the fact that 


It will be back to the Zoning 
Board of Appeals next month, 
for the latest zoning request by 
the environmental deep well 
project planned by Environ- 
mental Disposal Services. 

According to City Building 
Department head David Paul, 
EDS is now seeking to locate 
its headquarters and collec- 
tion facility on the other side 
of Northline Road in an M-2 
zone. 

Under the new plan, Paul 
said, it appears EDS will seek 


the nearby Salvation Army’s 
property has been purchased 
by the county and the Army 
has already had its ground 
breaking ceremony for its new 
site. 

McAnally also is concerned 
about reports that the county 
has reversed its position on 
the major Vining Road and In- 
terstate-94 interchange pro- 
ject.

McAnally’s request. 

Upon talking to McAnally 
and receiving her letter, Pat- 
terson fired off a letter to Ro- 
bert E. Murphy, principle 
attorney for the office of pub- 
lic services of the county’s De- 
partment of Airports. 

Patterson’s letter to Murphy 
stated, “The problem centers 
on a failure and refusal by 
county employees to cooperate 
with the city, when doing 
county projects within the 
city.” 

Patterson continued, “What 


to collect non hazardous liq 
uid waste at a location behind 
MBM Fabrication offices and 
then pipe it to the well head on 
the John Ryznar property off 
Wahrman Road. 

The well project has been 
the object of a long and costly 
legal battle between EDS, the 
city and an environmental 
group known as Romulus Envi- 
ronmentalists Caring About

Romulus voters were the 
only ones in Wayne County to 
vote against the SMART buses 
by a 440 yes to 450 no vote on 
May 23, thus buses will con- 
tinue to roll in selected por- 
tions of both Wayne and 
Macomb Counties. 

Oakland County voters will 
cast their ballots on June 6. 

According to June A. West, 
SMART marketing director, 
Romulus residents still will be 
taxed, since the 0.33 millage 
results were based on a county 
wide vote. 

While only 890 Romulus vo- 
ters turned out on Election 
Day creating the 10 vote nega- 
tive finish, senior citizens and 
handicapped residents even in 
Romulus can breathe a sigh of 
relief, West said. 

SMART is working to com- 
plete a new handicapped and 
senior citizen bus service for 
Romulus, she said. But West 
was not positive when that ser- 
vice would begin. 

And the annual funding for 
Romulus’ own bus transporta- 
tion service will be doubled in 
July from $17,600 to $35,200, 


she said. 

Many residents earlier had 
believed that if city voters re- 
jected the bus tax, it would not 
apply to Romulus. West said 
that was not true. If residents 
didn't want the tax hike and 
bus service, they needed to opt 
out of the plan prior to the 
millage vote. After that the 
county vote was the deciding 
factor. 

The millage approval will 
cost homeowners with prop- 
erty valued at $100,000 an an- 
nual tax of $16. 

Acting SMART director Mic- 
hael Duggan visited local com- 
munity council sessions to 
explain the impact of a yes or 
no decision, prior to the “opt- 
ing out” date for local cities 
and townshins. 

One of the ironies of the day 
was voters griped more about 
the cost of the millage, rather 
than the actual cost of the elec- 
tion. Many poll workers heard 
complaints as to why this 
costly single issue millage was 
conducted last Tuesday, when 
according to voters they felt it 
should have been run last No- 
vember or the upcoming pri- 
mary or general election day 
this fall. 

The $10,000 cost of the local 
elections was paid for by 
SMART, not Romulus. 


recycling 
set for July 


Curbside 
program

Sturdy green plastic con- 
tainers will soon be delivered 
to Romulus homes, as the city’s 
first curbside recycling pro- 
gram is about to begin early in 
July. 

Tom Horton of City Environ- 
mental Services gave a brief 
outline of the program last 
Wednesday, as he appeared 
before the Greater Romulus- 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Horton said the recycling 
program is following the suc- 
cessful start up of a citywide 
composting program earlier 
this spring. 

In addition to the large plas- 
tic bins bearing the city’s logo, 
Horton said, residents will re- 
ceive a print out listing the 
items that can be placed in the 
recycling container for weekly 
collection. 

He stressed that yard waste 
(grass clippings, leaves and 
small branches) cannot be 
mixed with regular garbage. 

Yard waste needs to be 
placed in the family’s privately 
owned plastic barrels marked 
with the yard waste stickers 
provided free by the city, or in 
yard waste bags that can be 
purchased at the local IGA 
food store and local hardware 
outlets. 

But the bins that will be de- 


livered about 10 days before 
the startup of the recycling ef- 
fort, are to be filled with old 
newspapers, rinsed out tin 
cans, glass jars and bottles and 
plastic containers (milk, juice 
and detergent bottles). 

He said it is important that 
the cans and jars be cleaned 
before placed in the recycling 
bin. He also asked that homeo- 
wners throw away the lids to 
the bottles and jars. 

The acceptable plastic con- 
tainers will have numbers 1 
and 2 (inside a small triangle) 
on the bottom of the bottles. 
Numbers 3 to 6 will not be col- 
lected, he said. 

Horton asked that residents 
separate the three types of 
pickups at the curb: regular 
garbage, recycling materials 
and yard waste. 

Three different refuse 
trucks will respond to the col- 
lections on the same day, Hor- 
ton said. City Environmental 
Services will separate the re- 
cycling materials on the truck, 
he said, thus making the stor- 
age collection process easier 
for the local residents. 

In the event a resident has 
more newspapers than will fit 
in the recycling container, 
Horton urges they be placed in 
a large brown paper grocery 
bag and be set on top of or next 
to the green recycling bin.

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Residents compete 
in Special Olympics

Nearly 4,000 Special Olym- 
pic athletes and coaches from 
across the state of Michigan, 
.including a large contingent 
from'Wayne County, will be at 
the 1995 Michigan Special 
Olympics Summer Games that 
begin today on the campus of 
Central Michigan University. 

Television actor Chris 
Burke, who starred as the 
character “Corky” in the Life 
Goes On series which aired 
from 1989 93. is serving as the 
grand marshal of today’s open 
ing ceremonies. 

He also will be on hand 
through the four-day Olympic 
period to lead the reciting of 
the Special Olympics oath and 
will present medals to the par- 
ticipants and sign autographs. 

Burke, who has Down syn- 
drome himself, uses his per- 
sonal challenges and 
successes in his advocacy pro- 
gram with others. He also is 
the editor in-chief of News 'n 
Views a quarterly publication 
with features by and about 
young people with Down 
syndrome. 

John McHugh of Wayne, 
who has been western Wayne 
County director for the past 
five years, revealed he met 
Burke at an earlier Special 
Olympics and found him “pro- 
viding a constant positive feel- 
ing to his fellow Special 
Olympians and amazingly 
never feels he can give enough 
to the cause.” 

McHugh said he got in- 
volved years ago, when his son, 
John, developed Down 
syndrome. 

“I started as a volunteer,” 
McHugh said, “and five years 
ago they asked me to become 
the area director. I’ve coached 
baseball, bowling, soccer and 
cross country skiing, among 
other sports.” 

McHugh’s son died on April 
17, 1994 after contracting hepa- 
titis B. He too had enjoyed the 
Special Olympic sports activ- 
ities for many years, especially 
swimming in which he excel-

led, his father said 

But despite his son's death, 
McHugh at the age of 67 still is 
invigorated by seeing the 
young athletes succeed on the 
field of sports. 

Ron Kulas, coordinator of 
the Wayne Westland Special 
Olympics program, explained 
that he got involved 20 years 
ago while teaching at Norris 
School in Westland, where he 
was training 18 to 25 year-old 
special education students in 
the art of wood shop skills. 

Kulas said once he became 
involved in the local special 
Olympics at that time, he got 
hooked and has remained 
physically and emotionally in- 
volved ever since. 

He said if anything in the 
past two decades the spirit and 
encouragement given to Spe- 
cial Olympic participants has 
grown to an exceptional level. 

Carole Painter, his assistant 
coordinator, said she became 
involved with the effort as a 
“volunteer hugger” and then 
over the years became a coach 
for various sports, including 
track and field, bowling, soft- 
ball and gymnastics. 

Painter said she gets contin- 
ual persona] thrills seeing the 
participants succeed to their 
own levels, which often are be- 
vond their own expectations.

Another area coach is Bill 
Abraham of the Plymouth-Can- 
ton school district. 

He too got involved because 
his 18-year-old daughter has 
Down syndrome, but admits 
that he gets just as excited see- 
ing the Special Olympics stars 
succeed, as he does with the 
mainline athletes at the 
school. 

Abraham said lie too agrees 
that Burke is an excellent role 
model and admits that his fam- 
ily enjoyed the Life Goes On 
television series.

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Family’s eviction 
cues no-win situation 

During the past few weeks we have reported the 
plight of Mary Danielian and her family, the Inkster 
residents who face eviction for non-payment of taxes. 

If the threatened removal of the family from their 
residence occurs, it will be a hardship on the three 
individuals who are currently being cared for by 
Danielian, and also a considerable financial burden 
for government agencies which would have to take 
over the care of the displaced individuals. 

The 74-year-old widow has cared for her three el- 
derly brothers for several years, and now they face 
eviction and the possibility of being placed in adult 
foster care or in a shelter for the homeless. 

The family owes the city of Inkster and Wayne 
County some $13,550 in back taxes plus possible 
penalties, interest and special assessments - a consid- 
erable amount for four elderly people to pay. 

We believe that some sensible and logical way ex- 
ists to solve the Danielian family’s dilemma, and we 
hope that elected officials, with the aid of community 
groups and organizations can find a solution. 

If not for humanitarian reasons, a solution should 
be found in the name of good, business sense. 

While the money owed to the city and county is con- 
siderable, the sum would be dwarfed by the amount 
of money which would be needed to provide housing 
and care for the four elderly people. 

At a time when our state social service agencies 
are already overburdened, it is time to come up with 
a policy to keep the elderly poor in their homes and, 
at the same time, save considerable tax dollars that 
government agencies would have to allocate for their 
care. 

Let’s cut some red tape and introduce some com- 
mon sense into what is now a no-win situation. 

World War II veterans 
deserve special tribute 

This year 1995- 
marks the 50th anniver- 
sary of the end of World 
War II. 

On this Memorial Day, 
it’s fitting that we Ameri- 
cans pay special tribute 
to the men and women 
who gave their lives while serving in America’s 
armed forces during that war. 

Most of them were born during the Roaring ‘20s. 
They endured the Great Depression, learned the val- 
ue of honest, hard work, and took to heart the bless- 
ings of living in a free nation. 

When the war came, they gave up the joys of youth 
for the sake of their country, trading the comforts of 
home for the horrors of the battlefield. They left a 
peaceful civilian life for a dangerous, uncertain fu- 
ture in uniform. 

On this Memorial Day, I hope that Americans 
across this nation will pause to pay tribute not only to 
those who died in service, but to their friends and rel- 
atives - their personal heroes - who served in World 
War II. 

They fought and defeated the most brutal, ruthless 
and determined enemies the world has ever known. 

In some circles today it’s popular to portray the 
free world’s enemies in World War II as morally 
equivalent to America and her allies. 

It became apparent last year, for example, that the 
Smithsonian Institution in Washington, D.C., had be- 
come mired in such thought. 

The Smithsonian was planning to display, in a less 
than favorable light, the Enola Gay, the B-29 that 
dropped the first atomic bomb and helped bring the 
war to a swift conclusion. 

As national commander of The American Legion, 
I’m proud to say that my organization took the lead in 
the fight to set history straight on the Enola Gay issue.

He used lawn care money 
for seeds, fertilizer and 
plants for a huge vegetable 
garden. Most of the produce 
was then given to Focus 
Hope on Inkster Road. 

Mary tends the house, 
cares for an invalid brother, 
helps in the garden and cans 
food. 

If the home furnishings 
are in poor condition, let us 
remind you that last fall the 
family and their furniture 
were put out in the rain un- 
der an eviction notice. Their 
belongings were thoroughly 
rain-soaked before a stay of 
eviction was executed. 

Perhaps a local charity 
could donate better furni- 
ture. Wouldn’t that make a 
nice news story? 

Finding the best plan for 
this family may not be easy, 
but separating them is not 
the best answer. They have 
lived together in harmony 
this many years. 

Do remember that the 
brothers are not very compe- 
tent in business matters. 

Nursing home/foster care 
for three or four adults 
would be expensive for the 
city and state. The family 
wishes to be left alone. 

We await further decision- 
making by the council and 
the court. 

We wonder if the naysay- 
ers are more interested in 
the property than in the wel- 


fare of this family.

The actress who showed au- 
diences of all ages that being a 
women means you have a mind 
of your own returns to the 
Fisher Theatre in a new side- 
splitting comedy, Bennuda Ave- 
nue Triangle, June 6-25. 

Bea Arthur captured the 
hearts of television viewers 
with her Emmy- award perfor- 
mance in Maude in the 1970s 
and then as Dorothy in The 
Golden Girls in the late 1980s, 
early 1990s.

“That was a wonderful ex- 
perience,” Arthur said. “I 
never received that kind of ap- 
plause before. I was so hon- 
ored.” 

Arthur looks great these 
days. Although the actress was 
quoted recently describing 
herself as, “I’m blessed or 
cursed with being five-nine- 
and-a-half in my stocking feet, 
with a voice as deep as a well,” 
she has many admirers over 
the years who would trade 
places with her in a second. 

In fact it was Arthur’s dis- 
tinct voice and stature that 
only added to her strong char- 




acter role in Maude and The 
Golden Girls. 

How does she maintain her 
lovely features for so many 
years? 

“Well I don’t have any exer- 
cise regime I follow,” Arthur 
said. “Generally I’m very le- 
thargic except when I’m work 
ing. I do dance a little, but 
mostly I play with my two 
dogs.” 

Besides starring in two suc- 
cessful television comedies, 
Arthur has a great deal of 
stage credits which include: 
The Three Penny Opera; Shoe- 
string Revue; Seventh Heaven; 
Nature's Way; Ulysses in Night- 
gown; Chic; Fiddler on the 
Roof; and Woody Allen’s The

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Pontiac excels in power, poise and price

Power, performance, poise, 
and price. These are the rea- 
sons to buy tlie new 1995 Pon 
tiac Bonneville SE. 

Power Bonneville’s new 
3800 Series II SF1 V-6 Engine, 
standard on the SE, delivers 
more horsepower and torque 
than last year’s 3800 engine 
even though it’s quieter and 
lighter and will get better fuel 
economy. The 3800 Series II 
delivers 205 horsepower at 
5200 rpm and 230 ft. lbs. of 
torque at 3600 rpm. The first 
generation 3800 Series engine 
produced 170 horsepower at 
4800 rpm and 225 ft. lbs of 
torque at 3200 rpm. 

The new design includes 
light weight pistons to reduce 
friction, light weight valves, 
springs, and spring caps for 
higher rpm capability and re- 
tuned intake for better accel- 
eration. While power, torque 
and acceleration are up, en- 
gine noise is down. Refine- 
ments to the 3800 Series II 
engine decreased interior 
noise from 65.2 to 62.2 
decibels. 

Performance - Pontiac bols- 
ters its commitment to put the 
driver in control by making 
Computer Command Ride 
(CCR) available on all models. 
Formerly this ride and han- 
dling feature was available on 
the SSE. 

Computer Command Ride 
features an adjustable damp- 
ening system that changes the 
vehicle’s ride and handling be- 
tween “Touring” and “Perfor- 
mance” modes. In “Touring” 
mode, the system automat- 
ically selects one of the three 
dampening positions: sc ft, nor- 


mal. and firm. The system au- 
tomatically switches between 
the three levels and based on 
road conditions and driver in- 
put. The system is designed to 
automatically switch to the 
“firm” position when the ear 
accelerates greater than 0.23 
G’s, decelerates greater than 
27 G’s or laterally accelerates 
with a force of 0.25 G’s. The sys- 
tem imposes resulting in a re- 
duction of ride harshness 
usually associated with sporty 
vehicles. In the “Performance” 
mode the dampers remain in 
the “Firm” position at all 
times. 

Poise - Traction control 
monitors wheel spin and limits 
torque through brake pressure 
and power train intervention. 
This allows for better control 
and handling in unfavorable 
driving conditions. This break- 
engine interactive traction 
control also controls spark and 
fuel at individual cylinders to 
reduce engine torque as re- 
quired to maintain full-speed 


traction without overheating 
brake or transmission parts. 
The driver may disengage trac- 
tion control at any time via a 
switch located on the center 
console. 

Price - at $25,344 the Bon- 
neville SE is a bargain that not 
only knocks off the foreign 
competition, it makes domes- 
tics, like Cadillac look like 
overpriced tin cans. Not that 
the Cadillac STS isn’t a nice 
machine, but fifty thousand 
dollars? I don’t think so. 

My Bonneville SE came 
equipped with every option 
that the Cadillacs had to offer 
at half the price. To say that 
this car is a bargain would be 
an understatement. It cruised 
on the highway with a very 
compliant ride, yet when I 

threw it into a corner, it took 
hold and come out smelling 
like a rose, an unusual trait for 
a full sized sedan. 

The Bonneville also offers a 
host of features that I like to 


classify as down right "neat". 
The first thing that caught my 
eve was the radio controls on 
the steering. A very handy 
item if you are talking on the 
phone or traveling in heavy 
traffic. The ability to turn off 
the traction control is another 
impressive feature, it allows 
the driver to choose between 
having complete control over

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Photographer develops bond with nature

A picture can tell a thou- 
sand words. Or at least every 
photographer hopes their's 
can. Thomas Schneider. 42, 
knows the meaning of this ex- 
pression. He has made his pho- 
tographs speak all over the 
country. Born in Ann Arbor, 
Schneider had developed an 
immediate interest in nature 
and wildlife. He would spend 
hours out in the woods when 
he finally decided to start pho- 
tographing what he saw. At 
8-years-old he had his first 
paying job and at 13-years-old, 
he received his first camera. 

Schneider’s first big break 
came as a junior in high 
school. Entering the 1970 Na- 
tional Kodak/Scholastic Maga- 
zine Photo Contest, he won 
four national awards. Later, 
one of those photos was pub- 
lished in a Kodak book titled, 
The Adventure of Color-Slide 
Photography. 

“When I saw my photo in 
this book with my name under 
it, that is when I first thought, 
yeah, I can really do this stuff,” 
said Schneider. In the next two 
years, Schneider took his first 
movie film of young red-tailed 
hawks learning to jump off the 
nest. He heard later that the 
sequel was sold to Don Coo- 
per, known as the Traveling 
Lumberjack, who put it in a 
film about Montana. It was 
also at this time that Schnei- 
der received his first rejection 
when he submitted his first set 
of slides for possible publica- 
tion to National Wildlife 
Magazine. 

Although still very much in- 
terested in photography, suc- 
cess and money were 
dwindling and Schneider was 
becoming discouraged. At the 
age of 21, Schneider sold off 
his camera equipment and 
started college at Eastern 
Michigan University. After 
earning honors for two terms, 
he transferred to the Univer- 
sity of Michigan. 

In 1978, Schneider took two 
years off university studies to 
become a staff naturalist at the

brand new nature center in 
the Waterloo Recreation area 
in Chelsea. Schneider was ex- 
cited about his work, pleased 
with the fact that he was get- 
ting paid to so something he 
enjoyed. 

In the same year, Schneider 
was able to sell some of his 
wildlife prints to Michigan and 
Ohio art galleries that spe- 
cialized in nature subjects, 
and things started to pick up 
when Schneider signed with 
his first agent, DRK PHOTO in 
1983. 

“I was the only photogra- 
pher out there selling my 
work,” Schneider said. “This 
obviously made me very 
happy.” Schneider had photos 
published worldwide and in 
1985, had a cover shot with 
Natural History magazine. 

Meanwhile, Schneider’s in- 
terest started to expand to 
other things. Interested in 
what toxic contamination of 
the Great Lakes was doing to 
the wildlife, he contacted Dr. 
James P. Ludwig, Ph.D in ecol- 
ogy from the University of 
Michigan, who was traveling 
the Great Lakes on a boat 
called the “Wolverine.” 

In 1988, Schneider joined 
Ludwig on his journey, all the 
while documenting damage to 
eggs and embryos by the toxic 
waste. 

This trip was not only self

satisfying but a great jump for- 
ward for Schneider’s career. 
Everyone was interested in 
what he had photographed 
and his picture of the Cosmos 
(a bird) has become the most 
published photo of any toxic- 
contaminated wildlife species 
throughout the world. 

“This trip gave me great sat- 
isfaction knowing that I have 
helped raise world-wide con- 
sciousness about our universal 
toxic problems in the water,” 
said Schneider. 


To this day he continues to 
sail the Great Lakes from mid- 
May to July. 

The summers of 1992 and 
1993 gave Schneider a home at 
the environmental education 
camp. It was here that he 
taught nature studies to hun- 
dreds of inner-city Detroit 
youth. Since then, Schneider 
has been bombarded with 
calls from people interested in 
his work. In addition to selling 
photos worldwide, his famous 
shots of the acid rain damage 


on top of the Rocky Mountains 
are part of a permanent ex- 
hibit in the Malasia Science 
Center. 

One of Schneider’s most 
prided publications will be 
coming out the first of June in 
a National Geographic book 
titled Scenic Highways and By- 
ways. His shots from the Upper 
and Lower Peninsula will be 
included in this book. 

Not only has Schneider ded- 
icated his life to understand- 
ing, preserving and enjoying 
nature, but also to helping 
others understand it as well. 
Schneiderstock Photo Work- 
shops are three to four hour 
trips offered on the weekends 
to people of all ages with an 
interest in nature. 


“These workshops are open 
to people of all ages and skill 
levels that want to study na- 
ture,” said Schneider. “Grow- 
ing up I never had a mentor to 
take me aside and teach me 
about this stuff. I want to ex- 
pand peoples’ interest and ap- 
preciation.” 

As of now, Schneider’s pub- 
lication credits include 29 
magazines, 12 books and four 
exhibits. 

“Every single formality of 
life is meaningful when we un- 
derstand that it all reaches out 
to try and grasp eternity,” 
Schneider said. “The basic de- 
sign of the earth is to promote 
the reproduction and growth 
of life. »
